Governor and mayor break 
ground for correctional facility

that Mayer Anthony shows is the 
reason why the facility will be 
located in South Bay. He said the 
facility would generate millions of 
dollars to the community. 

Gov. Chiles told the members of 
the audience they should indeed by 
proud of Mayor Anthony. He said, 
"When Clarence heard of U.S. Sug- 
ar closing, he showed his leader- 
ship for the city" Gov, Chiles and 
other legislators in attendance said 
Mayor Anthony actively looked at 
ways in which the city could over- 
come possible devastation when 
U.S. Sugar’s decision to close South 
Bay Growers was made. 

Citing the way South Bay 
Growers and the City of South Bay, 
along with legislative officials, 
worked together, Gov. Chiles said, 
“Florida is a community, not a 
crowd." He went on to say, "A com- 
munity is when neighbors bel 
each other,” s 

Determined to keep inmates 
incarcerated for the length of their 
prison sentence, the governor said 
he is proud and excited that the 
State's newest privately-run facility 
will be located in South Bay. He 
also said when he became the gov- 
eror, inmates were serving 32 per- 
cent of their sentence time. Now, 
the governor said they are serving 
75 percent of their sentence, and 
after this legislative session, they 
will be serving 85 percent of their 
sentence. 

With numerous people still 
wary of the idea of locating a 
prison in their community, Mayor 
Anthony said, "This project is not 
about helping prisons, it's about 
helping economic business in our 
area.” He said he hopes that 
youths, as well as adults, will not 
look at the facility as a job 
opportunity, but look at taking 
control of their own lives and vow 
not to end up there (prison). He 
also said that since South Bay is a 
predominantly Black community, 
he hopes to see growth in Black-* 
owned businesses. 

Referring to the city, the mayor 
said, "It's going to be an exciting, 
vibrant South Bay In Duve years.” 
He said, “I love South Bay!" 

The Department of Commerce 
Secretary, Charles Dusseau, 
summed it up by saying, "It's like

least 100,000 thunderstorms 
form in the United States. 
More of those thunder- 
storms pop up here in Flori- 


da than in any other state. 


In our área alone, for exam- 
ple, thunderstorms evolve 
between 70 and 80 days 
each year. 

Sometimes called "weath- 
er factories," thunderstorms 
commonly produce lightning 
and thunder, strong gusty 
winds and torrential down- 
pours. Hail, waterspouts 
and tornadoes are also pro- 
duced by the "weather facto- 
ry. 

Of all of its. properties, 
perhaps the aspect of a 
thunderstorm understood 
best is lightning. We know, 
for example, that a light- 
ning bolt can reach a tem- 
perature of:54,000 degrees 
Fahrenheit and has the 
strength of several hundred

million volts. 

` We also know that Florida 
is the lightning capital of 
the U.S. It's estimated that 
each square mile in our area 
can be expected to be hit by 
25 lightning strikes each 
year. In fact, the typical 
Florida thunderstorm pro- 
duces an average of 46 
ground strikes. 

We thought we had light- 
ning all figured out except 
airline pilots kept reporting 
something that the scien- 
tists said didn't exist. The 
pilots were seeing lightning 
bolts that developed at the 
top of a thunderstorm. 
Lightning bolts that went 
up,notdown. . 

On Aug. 6, 1980, a pilot 
returning to Miami reported 
a lightning bolt originating 
from the top of a thunder- 
storm. He said the bolt shot 
straight up an estimated 
15,000 feet. 

Now thanks to satellite 
photográphs at the Osborne 
Geophysical Institute at the 
University of Alaska at 
Fairbanks, the scientists 
believe the pilots. Vertical 
lightning does exist and 
may be.more common than 
anyone imagined. 

What's more, this new 
kind of lightning is nothing 
like itẹ more familiar 
cousin. For one thing, verti- 
cal lightning comes in living

color. Some aré pink or 
blood red; others are dark 
blue or purple. 


Scientists are calling.thé | 


red lightning "sprites" 
because they appear for. only. 
a few thousandths of hee: 
ond. Yet, these sprites are 
amazing. Traveling in 
groups of two or more, the 
sprites can extend upward 
for 60 miles. 


The blue lightning, nick- / 


named "jets" by the scien- 
tists, move so fast they often 
make shock waves. The blue 
jets have been clocked at 60 
miles a second which is 
much faster than the speed 
of sound. , 

Why haven't we discovered 
this amazing phenomenon 
until now? While both blue 
and red vertical lightning 
may extend for many miles 
into the atmosphere, they 
are much fainter than regu- 
lar lightning. In addition, 
vertical lighting is often 
gone in a blink of an eye 
while regular lightning can 
flash for a second or more. 

It is estimated that 
around the world, lightning 
strikes the ground approxi- 
mately 100 times a second. I 
wonder how many vertical 
lightning bolts strike the 
sky every second? Someday 
maybe we'll know.

South Florida anglers happy with new regulations 


Back in 1992 when the 
Florida Game & Fresh Water 
Fish Commission passed the 
first major changes in large- 
mouth bass regulations in 
decades, some bass anglers 
were wary, 

The new 14-inch minimum 
length limit aroused concern 
because most of the bass 
caught at tournaments in 
south Florida were under 
that size, said John Fury, a 
GFC fishery biologist who 
head the Everglades study. 

Now that the regulations 
have been in place for more 
than three years, Mr. Fury 
conducted a survey of 142 
anglers belonging to nine dif- 
ferent bass clubs in Broward 
and Dade counties. A majori- 
ty Were pleased with the new 
regulations.

Survey results showed 
that 76 percent of the anglers 
believed that bass fishing has 
improved in the Everglades 
since the new regulations 
were enforced. Of the 
remainder, 13 percent dis- 
agreed, and 11 percent had 
no comment. 

A majority, 72 percent, 
also stated that the 14-inch 
size restriction poséd no 
problem in tournament fish- 
ing.
